~CAMP LONG COMPASS COURSE DIRECTIONS~

Welcome to Camp Long, and thank you for deciding to participate in the compass course. This course
was created in the 1950’s along with the Compass Rose in Camp Long, but was refurbished along with the Rose
as part of my eagle project. Please enjoy yourself as you take on this course and get lost in the immense beauty
of Camp Long’s wilderness.

What is a compass course exactly? Well a compass course is a challenging game, a test of your skills
based upon how well you know your compass. From each point in the course, a new set of directions, measured
by feet and degrees on the compass, are added, and you as the player must find each point based on the clue
given to you in the directions. But be wary, because even if you are one degree off, it can send you spiraling off
in a completely different direction than you intended. Successful completion of this course will require great
attention to detail and precision in your measurements.

For this course, you can calculate the distance between points in two different ways: paces and in feet.
The number of feet is mentioned on the compass course sheet, but if you want to use paces, more specific
instructions will be used. If you don’t know how to find paces, simply walk the known distance, count how
many times you’re feet hit the ground, and then divide the feet by that number.

Paces=Feet / Steps Taken

This compass course will not require many materials, but it will require time and patience. You will
need a compass to find the points, and possibly a string at least one hundred feet if you want to be specific in
your measurements. Also, we can’t forget the most important material being a good buddy to help you through
the course and succeed.

TIPS:

-In order to find your destination correctly, you must first adjust your compass to the true North Pole, called
declinating. Here in Seattle, 20 degrees is our declination amount, so simply turn the center of your compass
right until the arrow points at 20 degrees.

-If your compass has a mirror, utilize it in sighting your target. It can help you a lot in finding your next
destination.

-If there are campers about in their campsites, be courteous around them, and also be sure to not disturb the
plant life. In this way, everyone can enjoy the great outdoors.

-When navigating around obstacles, you have two options. You can both estimate how many feet are taken up
by the obstruction and continue on, or you can follow the chart below.
